v o!ks stand appalled belore the cataclysm in Ja p a n . Vet 
Benito Mussolini, the Italian premier, th reatens the world 
with more harm than the e a rth q u a k e did across the Pacific. 
Fifty-six million soldiers took p art in the W orld W a r; 
7,653.600 w ere killed. And Mussolini, m ad dictator of Italy, 
with less provocation and more haste th an Austria in 1014, 
has set 
world trem bling on the brink of a n o th e r war, only 
worse. 
The eyes of the civilized world, now on Tokio, will soon 
be turned again on Rome. 
Signor Salanilra, at G eneva, speaking for Mussolini, gave 
as Ita ly ’s excuse for rushing into virtual w ar with Greece, 
“ the brutal assassination” of five Italian officials on Greek 
soil, probably by Albanian, or worst, G reek bandits. 
W*hat about Italian w arships firing into crow ds of Greek 
orph an s in bathing at Corfu, and into the refugee cam p where 
half starved G reek women and children were ^huddled, driven 
there by the butchers of T u rk ey ? 
Some 15 children were killed outright, m angled, by the 
Italian b om bard m en t— which was utterly without excuse, as 
Corfu was entirely undefended. Speaking of “ brutal assassin­ 
ation,” which was that, Signor S a la n d ra ? 
And so, with Mussolini's act of w a r against Greece, 20, 
000,000 in Central Europe “stand by”, read y for trouble. A ny­ 
thing m ay happen. 
On top of this. Mussolini defies the League of Nations, 
I G re a t Britain and F ran ce seem afraid to act. 
Thus the one influence for good in Europe, the one big 
which sort of held Europe to geth er and gave out a faint ray 
of hope for the future, goes by the boards— unless, by some 
miracle, the sm aller league powers, acting together, can save 
the situation. 
Europe today is in more d a n g er th a n Ja p a n . Politically 
Mussolini is an e a rth q u a k e center which lays volcanic Ja p a n 
in the shade. 
And he seems ju st about as reasonable as a volcano. 
About all we can do is to cross our fingers, 
w ait 
for the 
eruption, and hope for the best.— Oklahoma City News.
